The  New  York  State  Library  has  continued  its  great  benefaction  by  con- 
tributing several  works  of  great  interest  which  will  be  found  specified  on 
another  page. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  was  held,  pursuant  to  notice,  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Kentucky  Institute  for  the  Blind;  President  Cowan  in  the  chair  and  of  the 
local  board  also  present  Messrs.  Bruce  and  Kendrick.  The  ex-officio  mem- 
bers present  were  Bledsoe  of  Maryland,  Huntoon  of  Kentucky,  and  Wilson 
of    Indiana. 

The  minutes  of  the   last  annual  meeting  were   read  and  approved. 

The  election  of  officers  being  in  order,  Col.  Cowan  was  nominated  for 
President  and  there  being  no  other  nomination,  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  cast  the  ballot  for  Col.  Cowan,  and  this 
being  done,  he  was  declared  unanimously  elected  President.  By  similar  action 
John  F.  Bledsoe  was  elected  Vice-President;  the  Citizens  National  Bank 
was  elected  Treasurer,  and  B.  B.  Huntoon  was  elected  Secretary  and  Super- 
intendent. 

Messrs.   Wilson,   DowT,  and  McAloney   were   elected  members   of   the   Publi-     , 
cation    Committee.  *^ 

In  view  of  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Wait  from  the  active  duties  of  Principal 
of  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind  the  Secretary  was  directed  to 
express  to  Mr.  Wait  the  warm  appreciation  of  the  Board  for  the  services  of  the 
Publication  Committee,  under  whose  direction  a  body  of  literature  and  text- 
books in  embossed  print  has  been  produced  unexampled  in  the  history  of 
printing  for  the  blind.     There  being  no  further  business  the  Board  adjourned.
